Weather woes overshadow 
Fourth of July in US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - More 
than a million customers in the 
storm-hit United States re¬ 
mained without power yester¬ 
day, as canceled firework 
displays and no air-condition¬ 
ing made for a miserable July 
4 holiday for many Americans. 

A fierce band of thunder¬ 


storms, packing hurricane 
force winds, tore across the 
country on Friday, wreaking 
havoc from Illinois to Ohio to 
Kentucky, and causing parti¬ 
cularly widespread destruction 
in and around the capital 
Washington.

Aruba Tourism Authority submits 
first annual report: 

...andgets an ‘A’ 


The new Aruba Tourism Au¬ 
thority just recently submitted 
their very first annual report to 
the Ministry of Tourism. This 
report is considered historic in 
that it is the first report since 
obtaining their new legal status 
as an independent body...ATA 
Siu Generes, and that it is pre¬ 
sented with the approval of an 
independent accountant’s re¬ 
view, and that it is a report of 
the first year of operations with 
all its many changes. 
Objective 

Aruba Tourism Authority’s 
goal for 2011 was to increase 
the amount of stay-over visi¬ 
tors by 3%, increase the 
amount that each visitor 
spends during their stay on 
Aruba by 3%, and to increase 
the amount of cruise visitors to 
the island by 7%. 

Aruba received no less than 
871.316 stay-over visitors in 
2011, which is the equivalent 
of an increase of 5% compared 
to 2010! To date, the Average 
Daily Expenditure of a tourist 
on the island for 2011 is still 
unknown; however, in con¬ 
formity with the “tourism re¬ 
ceipts” published by the 
Central Bank we can see an in¬ 
crease of 9.3% for the period 
January to September 2011. 

The number of cruise visi¬ 
tors has increased by 5.4% 
while the objective was to in¬ 
crease this to 7%. The high 
cruise tourism season which 
runs from October to May in¬ 
creased by 9.5% in 2010/2011 
compared to the same period 
in 2009/2010. 

Public legal decree regar¬ 
ding the institution of ATA 

In conformity with the law 
governing the institution of the 
Aruba Tourism Authority, it is 
decreed that every year the 
CEO of ATA is required to sub¬ 
mit to the Minister of Tourism, 
a general report, a financial re¬ 
port and a report of the work of 
the supervisory board. 

This report is due by the 1st 


of April and must be 
first submitted to the 
supervisory board for 
their review. After ap¬ 
proval by the supervi¬ 
sory board the report 
is to be presented to 
the Minister offi¬ 
cially. Before ap¬ 
proval from the 
Minister, the report is 
sent to Parliament for 
their information. The 
final step in the 
process is for the 
Minister to issue his 
formal approval of 
the annual report of 
the Aruba Tourism 
Authority. Today, 

ATA is proud to an¬ 
nounce that they have 
complied with the 
legal process and that the an¬ 
nual report has been formally 
approved by the Minister of 
Tourism.

Falling trees snapped power 
lines and companies stmggled 
to get power back to many 
families, sweating again in 
sweltering conditions yester¬ 
day as the mercury soared 
back above 90 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit (32 degrees Celsius). 

West Virginia, one of nine 
states impacted by the in¬ 
clement weather, had the high¬ 
est number of customers 
without power at roughly 
317,000, according to a release 
from the US Department of 
Energy. 

Some 20 deaths are attrib¬ 
uted to the weather. 

Traditional barbeque events 


had to be re-arranged as party- 
goers looked for respite in 
cooling shelters. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice, meanwhile, warned of 
large hail and damaging winds 
in the Great Lakes region, es¬ 
pecially in northern Min¬ 
nesota, potentially throwing a 
wrench into festivities there. 

In Chicago, the sizzling 
heat could make this year’s 
holiday the hottest in a century. 

Elsewhere, in arid areas 
such as the western state of 
Colorado where wildfires have 
been raging, community fire¬ 
work celebrations, an annual 
draw for young and old alike, 


were scrapped to avoid spark¬ 
ing more blazes that have left 
hundreds homeless.

Joran van der Sloot's Letters ask for 
forgiveness for murdering Stephany 
Flores 



Joran van der Sloot wants for¬ 
giveness for the murder of 
Stephany Flores and wants 
people to believe he had noth¬ 
ing to do with the disappear¬ 
ance of Natalee Holloway, 
according to two lengthy let¬ 
ters released by his attorney. 

"I ask God every day that 
Stephany’s parents can find it 
in their heart to forgive me," 
van der Sloot wrote. 

Van der Sloot, 24, is serving 
a 28-year prison sentence in 
Peru's Piedras Gordas prison 
for the murder of Flores. The 
business student was found 
stabbed to death in van der 
Sloot's Lima hotel room on 
June 2, 2010. 

The Dutchman is also the 
prime suspect in the disappear¬ 
ance of Natalee Holloway. The 
18-year-old from Mountain 
Brook, Ala., vanished while on 
a class trip to Aruba in 2005. 
She was last seen leaving an 
Oranjestad nightclub with van 
der Sloot, then a 17-year-old 
Dutch honors student living in 
Aruba. Holloway's body has 
never been found, and van der 
Sloot has not been charged in 
her disappearance. 

In the letters, which were 
written in June and released 
this week by his lawyer Max 
Altez, van der Sloot said he 
had "nothing to do with" Hol¬ 
loway's disappearance 


something which could weigh 
heavily on him once he is re¬ 
leased from prison. 

Last month, the Peruvian 
Supreme Court approved the 
extradition of van der Sloot to 
the U.S. on charges that he ex¬ 
torted $25,000 from Hol¬ 
loway's mother. Prosecutors 
said that in exchange for the 
money he received in 2010, 
van der Sloot promised to re¬ 
veal how Holloway died and 
the location of her body. 

Van der Sloot will be eligi¬ 
ble for parole after serving 
one-third of his murder sen¬ 
tence. He could be extradited 
in as few as seven years. 

Van der Sloot also points 
the finger at his previous attor¬ 
ney, saying it was "bad legal 


advice" that resulted in his 28- 
year prison sentence, which is 
currently under appeal. 

"My rights have been con¬ 
stantly abused," van der Sloot 
said. The Dutchman added, 
"My lawyer promised me I 
would receive 15 years if I 
plead guilty, I did." 

Van der Sloot said he has a 
history of psychological prob¬ 
lems, "which were never taken 
into consideration," by his pre¬ 
vious defense team 

Altez said van der Sloot 
wanted the letters released so 
the public would know he had 
been misled. 

According to The Associ¬ 
ated Press, the man who previ¬ 
ously represented van der Sloot 
has denied that he lied to him.

PARIS (AFP) - Gay couples in 
France will be allowed to get 
married and to adopt children 
from next year, Prime Minister 
Jean-Marc Ayrault announced 
Tuesday. 

"In the first half of 2013, the 
right to marriage and adoption 
will be open to all couples, 
without discrimination,” he 
told parliament, confirming an 


KARLSRUHE (AFP) - A job¬ 
less man armed with guns and 
grenades shot dead four 
hostages and then himself 
Wednesday in a four-hour 
siege at a German apartment 
he was being evicted from, po¬ 
lice said. 

Police stormed the apart¬ 
ment in the southwestern city 
of Karlsruhe when they 
smelled burning several hours 
after the drama began, and 
found five bodies including 
that of the 5 3-year-old 
hostage-taker. 

Prosecutors said the vic¬ 
tims, who included a bailiff, a 
locksmith, the new flat owner 
as well as the female partner of 
the gunman, who previously 
owned the flat, were "basically 
executed”. 

Police said the man, de¬ 
scribed as unemployed with no 
record of violence, was armed 
with two pistols, two other

"Our society is evolving, 
lifestyles and mentalities are 
changing,” he said in a speech 
outlining the new Socialist 
government's agenda.

Police stormed the three- 
room apartment about four 
hours after the drama began, 
initially finding four bodies in¬ 
cluding the hostage-taker be¬ 
fore also discovering the body 
of his partner in bed. 

About 200 police officers 
were sent to the scene includ¬ 
ing about 40 members of elite 
units, and the area was sealed 
off. 

Two schools and kinder¬ 
gartens located nearby and 
several apartment blocks were 
evacuated, according to the 
local daily Badische Zeitung. 

The four victims ranged in 
age from 33 to 55 years. 

It was still unclear how the 
man obtained the weapons. 

Several evictions in Ger¬ 
many have ended violently in 
recent years. 


KABUL (AFP) - A huge explo¬ 
sion at a liquid gas reservoir in 
Kabul triggered a huge fire on 
Wednesday, killing at least two 
people and injuring up to 62 
others, an health official said. 

Many of the victims were 
taken to hospital with severe 
bums and twenty of them were 
in a serious condition he added, 
warning that the death toll 
could rise. 

Thick black smoke and 
flames could be seen rising 
from a warehouse on the site 
on Kabul Jalalabad road as 
dozens of fire fighters tried to 
put out the flames and ambu¬ 


lances evacuated the wounded. 

It was not immediately clear 
what had caused the deadly ex¬ 
plosion but Afghan interior 
ministry spokesman Sediq 
Sediqqi said initial investiga¬ 
tions had mled out the possibil¬ 
ity of any terrorist 
involvement. 

A western security source 
told AFP that an electrical fault 
may have been the cause. 

It was the second incident 
of its kind over the past two 
days in Kabul. On Tuesday a 
market caught fire, leaving 
three people dead and 28 oth¬ 
ers injured. 



MONACO (AFP) - Princess Caroline of Monaco on 
Wednesday announced the impending marriage of her 
eldest son Andrea Casiraghi to Tatiana Santo Domingo, 
a half-Brazilian, half-Colombian heiress. Casiraghi and 
his would-be wife are both 28 and know each other for 
seven years. He is the eldest child of Princess Caroline 
from her second husband, an Italian named Stefano 
Casiraghi, who died in an powerboat accident off 
Monaco's shores in 1990. The bride hails from one of 
Colombia's wealthiest families, whose staggering $6bn 
fortune was amassed by her grandfather, the late mag¬ 
nate Julio Mario Santo Domingo.

Pilot error, malfunctions 
behind Air France crash 


PARIS (AFP) - A French re¬ 
port has found that human 
error and technical malfunc¬ 
tions caused the 2009 crash of 
an Air France flight from Rio 
to Paris that killed 228 people, 
a source close to the case said 
yesterday. 

The judicial report — due to 
be presented to victims' fami¬ 
lies on Tuesday next week — 
has concluded that pilot error 
and malfunctioning speed sen¬ 
sors were responsible, the 
source told AFP 

The French aviation safety 
authority BEA is due to present 
its final report today on the 
crash. The paper is eagerly 
awaited amid a row between 
Airbus and Air France on who 
ultimately bears responsibility. 

The source said the separate 
356-page judicial report found 
that speed sensors froze up and 
failed, but also that the "cap¬ 


tain had failed in his duties" 
and "prevented the co-pilot 
from reacting". 

The aircraft had entered a 
zone of turbulence two hours 
into the flight when the autopi¬ 
lot suddenly disengaged, the 
BEA had said earlier. 

French magistrates are in¬ 
vestigating Air France and Air¬ 
bus for alleged manslaughter 
in connection with the crash, 
notably because of the mal¬ 
functioning speed sensors, 
known as Pitots. 

The airline replaced the 
Pitots, manufactured by 
French company Thales, on its 
Airbus planes with a newer 
model after the crash. 

Victims' families have pre¬ 
viously alleged that the in¬ 
volvement of big French 
corporations such as Airbus 
and Air France was influen¬ 
cing the affair. 


Obama pushes immigration 
on independence day 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
saluted 25 newly-minted US 
citizens yesterday in an inde¬ 
pendence day pitch for immi¬ 
gration reform four months 
before he faces re-election. 

"Immigration makes us 
more prosperous," Obama told 
the active duty service mem¬ 
bers originally from 17 coun¬ 
tries — including Bolivia, El 
Salvador, Nigeria and the 
Ukraine — during a ceremony 
at the White House. "And im¬ 
migration positions America to 
lead in the 21st century." 

Homeland Security Secre¬ 
tary Janet Napolitano had ad¬ 
ministered the oath of alle¬ 
giance to the group in the East 
Room as guests looked on. 

In a historic development 
last month, five months before 


he faces re-election, Obama 
suspended the deportations of 
young illegal immigrants under 
30 who came to the United 
States before the age of 16. 

The plan was largely wel¬ 
comed by the Latino commu¬ 
nity and analysts say it could 
boost Obama's chances for re- 
election on November 6. 

In his comments yesterday, 
Obama referenced his adminis¬ 
tration's recent move and called 
for more steps to be taken, say¬ 
ing "the story of immigrants in 
America isn't a story of 'them,' 
it's a story of'us.'" 

"For just as we remain a na¬ 
tion of laws, we have to remain 
a nation of immigrants," 
Obama said. "It's why we need 
— why America's success de¬ 
mands — comprehensive im¬ 
migration reform." 


Vote 'buying' charges hang over 
Mexican poll result

Hundreds of paedophiles 
identified in global 
sweep: Austria 


VIENNA (AFP) - Hundreds of 
paedophiles prowling on the 
Internet have been identified in 
an operation in 141 countries, 
Austrian federal police said 
Wednesday. 

In Austria alone, operation 
"Carole” found 272 suspects, 
making it the biggest ever po¬ 
lice sweep against child 
pornography in the small 
alpine country, police said. 

The investigations, which 
lasted almost a year, began in 
Luxembourg when the opera¬ 
tor of a root server based there 
reported two websites contain¬ 
ing large quantities of child 
pornography to the authorities. 

The websites’ files, indicat¬ 
ing a worldwide clientele, 
were seized by police and 
passed on to investigators in 
141 countries, Austrian police 


said, without elaborating on 
the countries or the number of 
people involved. 

The 272 Austrian suspects, 
all male and aged 17 to 70, 
came from all types of back¬ 
ground and professions, in¬ 
cluding teachers and 
kindergarten staff. 

All of them were found in 
possession of paedophile im¬ 
ages or videos. 

The vast majority were con¬ 
sumers, but in two cases, ac¬ 
tual abuse of children could be 
proven, police said. 

Searches at the suspects’ 
homes turned up vast amounts 
of material, which were cur¬ 
rently being examined. 

In March 2011, an Europol 
sweep identified 670 suspects 
and made 184 arrests in what 
was then the biggest case of its 
kind. 


Methadone linked to 30 percent 
of painkiller overdoses 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
prescription drug methadone 
is linked to over 30 percent of 
painkiller overdose deaths, ac¬ 
cording to a report released by 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol (CDC) and Prevention 
Tuesday. 

’’Death from opioid over¬ 
dose have increased four-fold 
in the past decade, and 
methadone now accounts for 
nearly a third of opioid-associ¬ 
ated deaths,” said CDC Direc¬ 
tor Thomas Frieden. 

Still, the drug accounted for 
some two percent of total 
painkiller prescriptions in the 
US in 2009. 

Researchers assessed na¬ 
tional data from 1999 to 2010 
as well as data for 2009 from 


13 states covered by a drug-re¬ 
lated death surveillance net¬ 
work. Six times as many 
people died of methadone 
overdose in 2009 than in 1999. 

Methadone has been used 
as a successful treatment for 
drug addiction for several 
decades. In recent years, more 
doctors have prescribed the 
drug as a painkiller. 

Risks associated with 
methadone are greater than 
other painkillers, because the 
drug often builds up in the pa¬ 
tient’s system and may disrupt 
breathing and heart rhythm. 

Methadone used as a heroin 
substitution treatment did not 
appear to be a part of rise in 
overdose deaths, the CDC re¬ 
ported.

Higgs-like particle found in 'milestone' 
for mankind 



GENEVA (AFP) - After a 
quest spanning nearly half a 
century, physicists said 
Wednesday they had found a 
sub-atomic particle that may 
be the elusive Higgs boson, 
believed to confer mass on 


matter. 

Rousing cheers and a stand¬ 
ing ovation erupted at the Eu¬ 
ropean Organisation for 
Nuclear Research (CERN) 
after scientists presented as¬ 
tonishing new data in their 


search for the mysterious par¬ 
ticle. 

Many hailed it as a moment 
in history, and white-haired 
veterans of the quest shed tears 
of joy. 

"We have reached a mile¬ 
stone in our understanding of 
nature,” said CERN Director 
General Rolf Heuer. 

He and others cautioned, 
though, that further work was 
needed to identify what ex¬ 
actly had been found. 

”As a layman I would say 
we have it, but as a scientist I 
have to say, 'what do we 
have?"' Heuer told a press con¬ 
ference. 

"We have discovered a 
boson, and now we have to de¬ 


termine what kind of boson it 
is.” 

Finding the Higgs would 
validate the Standard Model, a 
theory which identifies the 
building blocks for matter and 
the particles that convey fun¬ 
damental forces. 

Peter Higgs, the shy, soft- 
spoken Briton who in 1964 
published the conceptual 
groundwork for the particle 
and whose name became asso¬ 
ciated with it, expressed de¬ 
light. 

"I never expected this to 
happen in my lifetime and 
shall be asking my family to 
put some champagne in the 
fridge,” the 83-year-old said in 
a statement. 

Higgs sat next to Belgian 
physicist Francois Englert, 79, 
who separately contributed to 
the theory. 

"I just want to say that my 
thoughts go to Robert Brout,” 
said Englert, his eyes moist 
with tears, as he lauded a fel¬ 
low pioneer who died in 2011. 

The Standar Model is a 
hugely successful theory but 
has several gaps, the biggest of 
which is why some particles 
have mass but others do not. 

Mooted by Higgs and sev¬ 
eral others, the boson is be¬ 
lieved to exist in a treacly, 
invisible, ubiquitous field cre¬ 
ated by the Big Bang some 
13.7 billion years ago. 

When some particles en¬ 
counter the Higgs, they slow 
down and acquire mass, ac¬ 
cording to the theory. Others, 
such as particles of light, en¬ 
counter no obstacle. 

CERN uses a giant under¬ 
ground laboratory where pro¬ 
tons are smashed together at 
nearly the speed of light, yield¬ 
ing sub-atomic debris that is 
then scrutinised for signs of 
the fleeting Higgs. 

The task is arduous because 
there are trillions of signals, 
occurring among particles at 
different ranges of mass. The 
Higgs has been dubbed the 


"God particle” because it is 
powerful and everywhere, yet 
so hard to find. 

Over the years, tens of thou¬ 
sands of physicists and billions 
of dollars have been thrown 
into the search, gradually nar¬ 
rowing down the mass range 
where it might exist. 

Two CERN laboratories, 
working independently of each 
other to avoid bias, found the 
new particle in the mass region 
of around 125-126 Gigaelec- 
tronvolts (GeV), according to 
data they presented on 
Wednesday. 

Both said that the results 
were "five sigma,” meaning 
there was just a 0.00006 per¬ 
cent chance that what the two 
laboratories found is a mathe¬ 
matical quirk. 

At a particle-physics con¬ 
ference in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia, a participant said there 
was a "jaw-dropping” moment 
when the scientists reacted to 
the announcement. 

History was then feted with 
beer and champagne. 

Scientists began to pore 
over what the find could mean. 

"This is an important result 
and should earn Peter Higgs 
the Nobel Prize, but it is a pity 
in a way, because the great ad¬ 
vances in physics have come 
from experiments that gave re¬ 
sults we didn't expect,” said 
cosmologist Stephen Hawking 
in an interview with the BBC. 

"For this reason I had a bet 
with Gordon Kane of Michi¬ 
gan University that the Higgs 
particle wouldn't be found. It 
seems I have just lost $100.” 

CERN physicist Yves Sirois 
said that the result did seem to 
back the Standard Model but 
further surprises could be in 
store. 

"It may be the Higgs boson, 
but it may also be something 
far bigger, which opens the 
door towards a new theory that 
goes beyond the Standard 
Model.”

BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
yesterday halved its forecast 
for the public deficit this year 
owing to the resilience of Eu¬ 
rope’s top economy to the eu¬ 
rozone debt crisis so far. 

’’Thanks to the favourable 
overall economic develop¬ 
ment, and the good situation 
on the labour market in parti¬ 
cular, the estimate for this 
year's deficit has improved 
from 1.0 percent to a good 
half-percent" of gross domes¬ 
tic product, the finance mi¬ 
nistry said in a statement. 

"That means Germany will 
meet as early as this year its 
medium-term target of achie¬ 
ving a structural budget that is 
close to balance," the ministry 
said. 

The public deficit com¬ 
prises the budgets of the re¬ 
gional states, the municipal 
authorities and social welfare, 
and under EU rules, eurozone 
countries are not allowed to 
run up deficit ratios in excess 
of 3.0 percent. 

But with unemployment in 
Germany at record lows, the 
social welfare budget is ex¬ 
pected to post a large surplus 
this year and the municipal au¬ 
thorities are also likely to see 
their surplus widen, the mi¬ 
nistry said. 

Indeed, the finances of the 
federal government, the re¬ 


gional states and the municipal 
authorities were expected to 
continue to improve in the 
next few years "so that a bal¬ 
anced public budget will be 
achieved from 2014," the 
statement said. 

At the same time, Ger¬ 
many's share of the bill of the 
European stability measures 
are likely to push the country's 
overall debt up to 83.5 percent 
of GDP this year from 81.2 
percent last year. 

Nevertheless, the consoli¬ 
dation effects will help bring 
down the overall debt ratio in 
subsequent years, the ministry 
added. 


ROME (AFP) - Italian Prime 
Minister Mario Monti and Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela Merkel 
cleared the air yesterday, say¬ 
ing they would stick to a con¬ 
tested bond deal to help 
troubled euro economies like 
Italy and Spain. 

"We found a solution that 
satisfies everyone," Merkel 
said in reference to the agree¬ 
ment struck by eurozone lea¬ 
ders at a summit last week to 
allow the European Stability 
Mechanism to help member 
states more easily. 

"For me, the important thing 
was that the European Council 
took decisions based on the 
rules already in force," she 
said. 

The talks in Rome came 


Airbus accuses Boeing of 
destroying jobs in the US 


European planemaker Airbus 
yesterday rejected claims by its 
arch-rival that it caused job 
losses in the United States, and 
charged that Boeing itself was 
responsible for destroying em¬ 
ployment. 

"Boeing repeats its old 
standby that European reim¬ 
bursable loans destroyed jobs 
in America," Airbus said in a 
blistering statement issued 
after the firm unveiled plans 
Monday to open a factory on 
Boeing's home turf.

Organization) dismissed such 
claims and has specifically 
found that Boeing's own ma¬ 
nagement decisions and its 
outsourcing/offshoring policy 
were exclusively responsible 
for American job losses," it 
said. 

Boeing and Airbus, which

The European firm said in 
Monday's statement that "as 
Boeing persists in misleading 
the public, Airbus expects an¬ 
other WTO ruling that con¬ 
firms once again its prior 
findings." 

These were, it said, that Eu¬ 
ropean government loans were 
a WTO-compliant private-pub¬ 
lic partnership mechanism 
while grants, as received by 
Boeing, were illegal. 

Airbus, a subsidiary of the 
European Aeronautic Defence 
and Space Company (EADS), 
called on Boeing to "walk the 
talk: cut the cheap misinforma¬ 
tion and the massive illegal 
government subsidies". 


amid criticism of Merkel in 
Germany for agreeing to the 
proposal pushed by Italy and 
Spain at the summit and doubts 
about Berlin's commitment to 
the deal had unnerved investors 
on the markets. 

Monti said: "I am satisfied 
and I think all the 17 members 
of the eurozone are satisfied 
because we adopted these deci¬ 
sions unanimously." 

The Italian prime minister 
also stressed that Italy would 
not be making use of the new 
mechanism because it could 
still borrow on the debt markets 
but wanted it to be put in place 
to ease wider fears about the 
eurozone. 

"Italy is not making a re¬ 
quest to use the existing mech¬ 
anisms since luckily it is not in 
the same situation as Greece, 
Ireland and Portugal," he said. 
"We need to avoid a situation in 
which high borrowing costs 
discourage countries from pur¬ 
suing the economic policies 
they have begun." 

Finland has voiced concern 
about using the future Euro¬ 
pean Stability Mechanism 
(ESM) to buy bonds to ease 
stiff borrowing costs that have 
dogged vulnerable eurozone 
economies, saying the Nether¬ 
lands held the same position. 

Dutch Finance Minister Jan 
Kees de Jager yesterday speci¬ 
fied that he was in principle not 
against that accord but that the 
deal should be looked at criti¬ 
cally. 

"We are reluctant but unlike 
Finland we are not opposed to 
every single case. That you 
can't do," the Dutch news 
agency ANP quoted de Jager as 
saying. 

Monti went on to say that 
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Italy and Germany were also 
committed to stronger political 
union — a key demand from 
Merkel in return for bailout as¬ 
sistance. 

"I believe our two countries 
are among the most ready to go 
towards a sharing of sove¬ 
reignty on the EU level if this 
means more effective political 
and economic policy instru¬ 
ments," Monti said after the 
meeting. 

Merkel said: "We have de¬ 
cided to confront problems to¬ 
gether. If our neighbours in 
Europe do not do well then we 
Germans cannot do well. It is 
in our interests that all the other 
countries have positive eco¬ 
nomic development.". 

There was no mention at the 
summit of a proposal for pool¬ 
ing eurozone debt in the form 
of eurobonds, which Germany 
is opposed to. 

"A mutualisation of debt in 
Europe would be a fundamen¬ 
tal construction error which 
would put the European idea at 
risk," German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle said. 

Monti also warned mean¬ 
while that Italy's public deficit 
would be a worse than ex¬ 
pected 2.0 percent of gross do¬ 
mestic product (GDP) this year 
instead of a previous forecast 
of 1.3 percent. 

The official data agency 
Istat said deficit numbers were 
up because of increased debt 
interest spending due to higher 
rates on the debt markets and 
because of lower tax revenues 
due to the recession. 

Italy's economy entered re¬ 
cession in the second half of 
last year and the government is 
forecasting a contraction of 1.2 
percent this year.

Mission Impossible? Tom Cruise 
under fire at 50 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Tom 
Cruise was named the highest 
paid actor in Hollywood on 
Tuesday, on his 50th birthday 
-- but the ’’Mission Impossi¬ 
ble” star has little to celebrate. 

Days after his wife filed for 
divorce, apparently taking him 
by surprise, questions are 
stacking up about the role of 
his controversial Scientologist 
faith at the end of his five-year 
marriage to Katie Holmes. 


The ’’Top Gun” actor — 
who has been in Iceland 
shooting his latest movie 
ahead of the landmark 
birthday, according to re¬ 
ports — has remained 
tightlipped since his wife's 
bombshell announcement 
last week. 

Their fairytale love af¬ 
fair had started so well. 
Cruise famously jumped 
up and down on Oprah 
Winfrey's couch profess¬ 
ing his love for Holmes 
during a whirlwind 
courtship that culminated 
in a proposal under the 
Eiffel Tower. 

But the divorce will be the 
third for Cruise, following his 
marriage to US actress Mimi 
Rogers from 1987-1990 and 
Australian Nicole Kidman 
from 1990-2001. He also had 
a three-year relationship with 
Spanish star Penelope Cruz. 

Critics might suggest that, 
for all his blockbuster achieve¬ 
ments on the big screen over 
the three decades, Cruise has 


been less successful in his per¬ 
sonal life. 

And he now faces a court 
battle royale for custody of the 
couple's six-year-old daughter 
Suri, after reports that Holmes 
is seeking sole custody be¬ 
cause she fears Cruise wants 
to draw the child deeper into 
Scientology. 

In the 26 years since he 
made his name in the first "Top 
Gun” movie in 1986, Cruise 
has established himself as one 
of the most powerful and bank¬ 
able players in Hollywood. 

That was confirmed again 
Tuesday when the latest 
Forbes list of Hollywood's 
highest-paid actors put Cruise 
firmly at the top, with earnings 
of $75 million between May 
2011 and May 2012. 

Amid all the bad news, 
Cruise had at least one sup¬ 
porter on Tuesday: Paramount 
came out swinging for him, as 
a trailer for his next movie 
"Jack Readier'' — due out in 
December — was launched in 
theaters.

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Protean cocaine trade 
shifts from Colombia 
to Peru

BOGOTA (AFP) - The shape- 
shifting cocaine trade has sur¬ 
vived a decade-long crackdown 
in Colombia to reemerge in 
Peru, which is expected to take 
over as top producer in an in¬ 
dustry worth some $ 100 billion 
worldwide. 

”In fact, everything that has 
been reduced in Colombia has 
ended up in Peru and Bolivia,” 
Colombian analyst Daniel 
Mejia, who leads the Center on 
Security and Drugs at the Uni- 
versidad de los Andes, told 
AFP. 'The (coca processing) 
labs have moved to Ecuador 
and Venezuela, and the traffick¬ 
ing to Central America and 
Mexico,” he said. 

The area of land on which 
coca leaves are grown has re¬ 
mained fairly stable in recent 
years, with experts putting it at 
around 1,500 square kilometers 
(579 square miles) across the 
Andes. 

In 2010, Colombia and Peru 
were nearly tied in area of coca 
cultivation - (62,000 hectares in 
Colombia compared to 61,200 
in Peru) and processed cocaine 
output (350 tons a year in 
Colombia versus 320 in Peru). 

But many experts expect 
Peru to emerge on top in both 
categories in 2012. 

The 2012 UN report on 
drugs released June 26 did not 
have the latest data to confirm 
Peru's dubious distinction but 
highlighted Colombia's "very 
significant reduction in cocaine 


processing” since 2006, when 
yearly output was 660 tons. 

Cocaine production and re¬ 
tailing have changed dramati¬ 
cally since the early 1990s, 
when infamous Colombian car¬ 
tels dominated the American 
drug trade, with a lock on 
everything from coca planting 
to retail sales on US streets. 

The Colombian cartels 
started out just trafficking co¬ 
caine, mainly from Peru but 
also Bolivia. Their trade ex¬ 
ploded, however, with the im¬ 
position of a no-fly zone in 
neighboring Peru by then-pres¬ 
ident Alberto Fujimori. 

Peruvian armed forces shot 
down suspected drug planes up 
until 2001, when they acciden¬ 
tally downed a small plane car¬ 
rying US missionaries. 

The violence unleashed by 
drug traffickers in Colombia 
meanwhile came to be seen as 
a threat to national security, as 
thousands of Colombians were 
killed in turf battles and the 
country developed a reputation 
for kidnappings. 

In Peru, meanwhile, coca 
growing has become increas¬ 
ingly profitable in areas such as 
the Apurimac and Ene River 
Valley (VRAE), where efforts 
at crop substitution have largely 
failed. 

While coca leaves are 
chewed for medicinal reasons 
in the Andes, there is no deny¬ 
ing where most of Peru's coca 
is heading.

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Olympics Twin Olympic joy 
for double amputee Pistorius 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
South African double amputee 
athlete Oscar Pistorius had twin 
cause for joy Wednesday after 
being told he could run in the 
400 metres and the 4x400m 
relay at the 2012 Olympic 
Games in London. 

Confirmation that he would 
become the first amputee to 
compete at the Games came 
with his inclusion in the relay 
team, and a few hours later the 
national Olympic committee 
did a u-tum and agreed to him 
also running in the individual 
event. 

Athletics South Africa 
(ASA) convinced Olympic 
body SASCOC that Pistorius 
should compete in the 400m de¬ 
spite bettering the 45.30-second 
qualifying time only once in¬ 
stead of twice as demanded. 

SASCOC chief executive 
Tubby Reddy told AFP his body 


’’did not have a problem with 
that" and a day to remember for 
25-year-old Johannesburg-born 
Pistorius was complete. 

His selections come five 
days after conceding defeat in a 
battle to run in the 400m as he 
finished 0.22 of a second out¬ 
side the qualifying mark of 
45.30 seconds when finishing 
second at the African champi¬ 
onships in Benin. 

Pistorius did clock 45.20 at a 
meet in Pretoria last March, but 
could not repeat the feat at an 
international meet, a require¬ 
ment for selection in the South 
African team. 

But his sadness turned to joy 
as South Africa finalised the 
squad for London by choosing 
a relay team including Pistorius, 
Willem de Beer, Ofentse Mo- 
gawane and Shaun de Jager. 

South African Olympic chief 
Gideon Sam congratulated Pis¬ 


torius, the rest of the relay team 
and nine other athletes added to 
the 112 named last month as the 
country seeks to improve on a 
dismal one-medal show at the 
2008 Beijing Games. 

"It has taken four years, but 
now we can concentrate on 
doing our best at the Games. 
The preparation has been done 
and now it is up to our athletes 
to take over in London and 
show us what they are made of. 

Called the 'Blade Runner' 
and 'The Fastest Man on no 
legs', Pistorius was part of the 
South African 4x400m relay 
squad that came second at the 
2011 world championships in 
South Korea although he did 
not run in the final. 

There had been fears that 
South Africa would not send a 
relay team as no athlete quali¬ 
fied for the 400m and the world 
championship silver medal¬ 
winning team has been hit by 
poor form and injuries. 

Pistorius runs with carbon- 
fibre artificial 'blades' and was 
cleared to compete at top level 
in 2008 when the Court of Ar¬ 
bitration for Sport (CAS) over¬ 
turned an IAAF ruling that his 
blades gave him an unfair ad¬ 
vantage. 

The South African had both 
legs amputated below the knee 
before turning one-year-old be¬ 
cause of a congenital condition 
that meant he was bom without 
lower leg bones.

PARIS (AFP) - Denmark's 
four-time track cycling world 
champion Alex Rasmussen was 
on Wednesday handed an 18 
month ban for missing two out- 
of-competition doping controls. 

The punishment was an¬ 
nounced in a statement by the 
Court of Arbitration for Sport 

CAS acted on an appeal by 
cycling's governing body the 
UCI against an initial decision 
by Denmark's cycling federa¬ 
tion to acquit the rider on the 
basis of what they perceived as 
a procedural mistake made by 
the UCI. 

The UCI had called for the 
cyclist to receive a two-year ban 
after he had missed tow tests 


and failed to give sufficient de¬ 
tails about his whereabouts for 
a third control. 

CAS upheld the UCI's ap¬ 
peal, maintaining that its proce¬ 
dural error relating to a delay in 
communication had no bearing 
on the fact that the 28-year-old 
rider had missed a control. 

Rasmussen won four world 


titles before turning profes¬ 
sional and joining the Saxo 
Bank team. 

He switched to HTC- 
Colombia in 2011 but was 
sacked by them after missing 
one of the tests. 

Rasmussen joined the 
Garmin outfit last August and 
competed in this year's Tour of 
Italy. 
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Football: Van Persie 
turns down new 
Arsenal deal 



LONDON (AFP) - Robin van 
Persie has rejected the offer of 
a new Arsenal contract, the 
striker announced via his offi¬ 
cial website on Wednesday. 

The Dutch international has 
a year left on his current deal 
with the English Premier 
League club, who could now 
be tempted to cash in on their 
prize asset, rather than see him 
leave for nothing on a Bosman 
free transfer at the end of next 
season. 

Premier League champions 
Manchester City and Italian 
title-holders Juventus are 
among the clubs to have been 
repeatedly linked with signing 
the Dutchman. 

Van Persie added he had 
met with Arsenal manager Ar- 
sene Wenger and chief execu¬ 
tive Ivan Gazidis at the end of 
last season to discuss his fu¬ 
ture but had been disappointed 
by the answers he'd received 
regarding the Gunners' ambi¬ 
tions. 

Since signing from Dutch 
side Feyenoord in 2004, Van 
Persie has won just one major 
trophy with Arsenal — the 
2005 FA Cup. 

It is a poor return for a 
player of his talent and he said 
it was a desire to win silver¬ 
ware that was behind his deci¬ 
sion to leave the Emirates 
Stadium. 

This is an update for the 
fans about my current situa¬ 
tion," Van Persie said. 

"I have kept quiet all this 
time out of respect and loyalty 
for the club and as agreed with 
Mr Gazidis and Mr Wenger, 
but since there is so much 
speculation in the media, I 


think it is fair for you guys to 
know what's really going on at 
the moment. 

"Out of my huge respect for 
Mr Wenger, the players and 
the fans I don't want to go into 
any details, but unfortunately 
in this meeting it has again be¬ 
come clear to me that we in 
many aspects disagree on the 
way Arsenal should move for¬ 
ward." 

He added: "I love the club 
and the fans, no matter what 
happens. I have grown up and 
became a man during my time 
with Arsenal FC...I am very 
proud of being part of this fan¬ 
tastic club for the last eight 
years." 

As for his next move, van 
Persie added: "As soon as Mr 
Gazidis is back from his two- 
week holiday in America fur¬ 
ther meetings will follow and 
I will update you if and when 
there are more developments." 

Arsenal responded to van 
Persie's announcement with a 
statement of their own in 
which they said they hoped he 
would see out his contract. 

But former Gunners mid¬ 
fielder Ray Parlour urged Arse¬ 
nal to cash-in on van Persie, 
saying: "There is talk he could 
get £25million to £30million. If 
that is the case it has to be in¬ 
vested straight back into the 
club." 

Other players have left Arse¬ 
nal in recent seasons to bolster 
their hopes of landing major 
medals, notably Spain's World 
Cup and Euro 2012-winning 
midfielder Cesc Fabregas, who 
joined Barcelona in August last 
year and two days later won the 
Spanish Super Cup. 
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Golf: Tseng tries to complete 
career Slam at US Open 


KOHLER (AFP) - World No. 
1 Yani Tseng of Taiwan will 
try to complete a women's golf 
career Grand Slam this week 
by capturing the US Women's 
Open, which starts today at 
Blackwolf Run. 

The 23-year-old LPGA star 
could literally do one better 
than golf legend Tiger Woods, 
who did not complete a career 
Slam until age 24. Tseng owns 
five major titles, the most re¬ 
cent won at age 22 at the 2011 
Women's British Open. 

"It's hard to not think about, 
because everybody is talking 
about it," said Tseng. "But like 
I say, I'm not worried about 
what is my result this week, 
because (I'm) just going to 
have fun." 

Australian star Karrie Webb 
is the youngest woman to 
complete the career Grand 
Slam, having done so at age 26 
by capturing the 2001 LPGA 
Championship. 

Tseng admits to feeling 
nervous and under pressure as 
she prepares for the 6,944- 
yard par-72 layout, in part be¬ 
cause the first tournament she 
ever saw was the US Women's 
Open when she was 13 and 
saw Juli Inkster win in 2002. 

"Every year when I come to 
the US Open I always feel 
more nerves and more pres- 
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sure," Tseng said. "When I 
was 13 my dream was playing 
the US Open. Now I'm trying 
to think to win the US Open. 
It's a very big step for me to 
think this way. 

"I've been learning many 
years. It's getting better. I feel 
really good. I feel like I'm 
going to have lots of fun." 

Tseng's best US Women's 
Open finish was a share of 
10th in 2010 at Oakmont. 

Tseng won three times in 
her first eight events of the 
year, never finishing out of the 
top 10. But she has finished 
59th and missed the cut in her 
past two events and admits to 
still having bouts of uncer¬ 
tainty on the tee. 

"Sometimes when I start on 
tee I still worry about if my 


ball is going to hit right or 
left," she said. "But I feel good 
this week." 

Inkster, among Tseng's ri¬ 
vals this week, expects the 
Asian star to be among the 
contenders this week as well. 

"She's a great player," 
Inkster said. "Her bad game is 
still probably 90 percent better 
than most of the girls out here. 
So she's going to be just fine. 
She's got to just go out there 
and relax and play her game." 

Tseng will try to keep her 
emotions in check this week as 
the tension builds. 

"I've just got to be very pa¬ 
tient and try not to think about 
it much," Tseng said. "I'm very 
excited. Being patient is the 
most important thing to play in 
a major."

NEW YORK (AFP) - Deron 
Williams has announced plans 
to stay with the NBA's Brook¬ 
lyn Nets and that could help 
the team obtain star center 
Dwight Howard, who wants to 
leave the Orlando Magic.

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De Villota loses eye in test accident 


LONDON (AFP) - Spanish 
Formula One driver Maria De 
Villota has lost her right eye as 
a result of an accident she suf¬ 
fered during testing in England 
on Tuesday, her Marussia team 
said Wednesday. 

De Villota was rushed to 
Addenbrooke's Hospital in 
Cambridge on Tuesday after a 
crash at Duxford Airfield cir¬ 
cuit in Cambridgeshire, east¬ 
ern England. 

And a statement issued 
Wednesday by Marussia con¬ 
firmed the extent of the 32- 
year-old's injuries, with team 


principal John Booth saying: 
"It is with great sadness that I 
must report that, due to the in¬ 
juries she sustained, Maria has 
lost her right eye." 

De Villota's condition was 
described as "critical but sta¬ 
ble", with Booth explaining: 
"Maria emerged from theatre 
at Addenbrooke's Hospital this 
(Wednesday) morning after a 
lengthy operation to address 
the serious head and facial in¬ 
juries she received in the acci¬ 
dent. 

Spanish tennis great Rafael 
Nadal offered sympathy to De 


Villota by saying, via Twitter, 
on Wednesday: "Maria I hope 
you recover soon, you must be 
strong and we hope to see you 
back as soon as possible." 

His post followed several 
from within the world of For¬ 
mula One on Tuesday. 

Marussia said Tuesday that 
De Villota had been injured 
after her car collided with a 
support vehicle at the end of 
her first lap. 

BBC radio presenter Chris 
Mann, who witnessed the 
crash, said "She got into the 
car, fired it up and did a test 


run at probably about 200mph 
in the rain," he said. "She 
slowed down but then sud¬ 
denly, inexplicably accelerated 
through the crowd and 
smashed into the side of the 
truck." 

De Villota, the daughter of 
former Spanish Formula One 
driver Emilio De Villota, was 
given a test drive by Renault 
last year and had previously 
raced in Spanish Formula 
Three and the Daytona 24 
Hours. 

Women drivers remain a 
rarity in Formula One.

semi-final 

showdown 

LONDON (AFP) - Defending 
champion Novak Djokovic and 
six-time winner Roger Federer 
face a titanic Wimbledon semi¬ 
final showdown after the two 
title contenders wasted little 
time on their last eight matches 
on Wednesday. 

While third seed Federer 
pummelled Russian 26th seed 
Mikhail Youzhny into submis¬ 
sion in a 90-minute 6-1, 6-2, 6- 
2 masterclass on Centre Court, 
Djokovic also took the express 
route against German 31 st seed 
Florian Mayer, recording an 
emphatic 6-4, 6-1, 6-4 victory 
on Court One. 

Friday's other semi-final be¬ 
tween home favourite Andy 
Murray and French fifth seed 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga will pro¬ 
duce a first-time Wimbledon 
finalist. 

Djokovic will attempt to 
reach his second successive 
Wimbledon final by extending 
his current winning streak 
against Federer to four matches 
in their first ever encounter at 
the All England Club. 

The world number one has 
proved a thorn in Federer's side 
of late, beating him in the 
semi-finals of the US and 
French Opens, although the 
Swiss great holds 14-12 edge 
over their 26 career meetings. 

While Djokovic has every 
reason to feel confident, Fed¬ 
erer, who has now reached a 
record 32 Grand Slam semi-fi¬ 
nals, looked in peak form as he 
delivered a royal command 
performance in front of Prince 
William and Catherine. 

Federer, who is without a 
Grand Slam title since the 2010 
Australian Open, cruised to a 
14th win in 14 meetings 
against Youzhny and, just as 
importantly for the 30-year- 
old, there were no signs of the 
back pain which had dogged 
him in the fourth round against 
Xavier Malisse. 

Federer, chasing Pete Sam¬ 
pras's record of seven Wimble¬ 
don titles, also put an end to a 
worrying sequence at the All 
England Club where he had 
been knocked out in the quar¬ 
ter-finals in the last two years. 

The most gripping of the 
four quarter-finals saw world 
number four Murray reach his 
fourth successive semi-final 
with a 6-7 (5/7), 7-6 (8/6), 6-4, 
7-6 (7/4) win over Spain's 
David Ferrer on Centre Court. 

Murray, hoping to end 
Britain's 76-year wait for a 
male singles champion at 
Wimbledon, is now just one 
win away from becoming the 
first British man to reach the 
All England Club final since 
Bunny Austin in 1938.
